CO-OPERATION ESSENTIAL. 


Reasons Why the Plan Should Be 


Given a Trial. 


Kumm KKFUIII.ICAX :—Ia your issue of 


March 0th was a communication by 


Vineyard" pointing out tlio necessity 


of having men who possess the coiiti- 
ilcneo of the prowors at tbo head of any 
movoment for tlio redemption of the 
rain in industry. While thia ia trim, 
"Vineyanlist" and others seem to hohl 
tho mistaken idea that tho movement 
now on foot is in the nature ol an or- 
ganization which certain men are trying 
to effect for tho purpose ol themsolvee 
ID aliasing the suits uf our raisins. I was 
present nt tho meeting held at tho 
Huitheii hotel, and though 1 c.iniiot eay 
what ambitions certain men may havo 
with regard to tho movement, eo far as 
I VA9 tibia tn learn, it is an honest, 
spontaneous movement, growing outol 
iulormal meetings of a numbur of raisin 
growers, who, having decided that co- 
operation in the only hope of the rni(iii 
industry, now isaue n call for a general 
meeting to arouse the growers to tbe iui- 
poitiince of euch action on their part. 


Somu one has to start a movement, 


somebody has to propose a plan of ac- 
tion, and I respectfully submit that if 
"Vineyardiat" and others approve the 
plan (as he admits) it would show more 
wisdom on tbeir part to step in nnd help 
push the plan, than to stand on one 
aide and criticise some one who has 
made himself prominent in the prelimi- 
nary discussions. It wouldn't bo tho 
part of wisdom to reject a wise plan of 
action even if the devil suggested it. 
"Vineyardiat" should consider that he 
is not asked to "entrust hia raisins" to 
these men—this is not a proposed com- 
bine, but co-operation. Wo are simply 
asked to meet at Kutuer hull and ex- 
press our approval or disapproval of 
some plan to co-operate in handling our 
own raisins, instead of entrusting them 
to itny man or any set of IT en. 


The failures heretofore nave been be- 


cause we have sought through a com- 
bine to got some one else to do what we 
must do for ourselves, and experience 
has taught us all that a combine can- 
not be made that will hold either the 
grower or the packers, and the packers 
have demonstrated tho impossibility of 
obtain ing living prices by,the commis- 
sion plan of handling our raisins. In 
this I make no charge agninst the per- 
sonal integrity of the packers; there are 
doubtless honest aa well ns dishonest 
packers; and I am pleased to say that 
in my dealings with some of them I, have 
found them fair and honorable. 


But thia is not a question of honest or 


dishonest mim; rather of a system ot 
doing business which haa been tried and 
proven to bo mercilessly unjust to the 
grower, and it is in defense of our homes 
that wo say that wo cannot any linger 
stand i'. It ia co-operate or go uut of 
tbe business. 


In talking with growers I Cud n gen- 


eral distrust and lack of confidence in 
the possibility of any united action on 
their part* and a rather sullen disposi- 
tion to hold for cash in the sweatbox. 
But, follow growers, the issue is too 
serious to be met in that way. It ia ruin 
that confronts ua. and a policy of do- 
nothing will not nvert it. 


Without united action on the part of 


tne growers, who will flx the price of 
raisins in tho sweat box? You or the 
packer? And what right or reason have 
you to suppose that the packer would 
pay you more for your raisins Uian he 
would advance to yon on a cotnmi-sion 
basis? As n business proposition, do 
you think they would pay you moro 
than the average returns of tlio past, sea- 
son warrant, which they claim to be 
from IJ-f cents to 1>£ cents? Tli.it is 
just what I havo received; lose than 
enough to pay expenses solely conm cted 
with the crop and some trays purchased, 
And I huve no assurance of ever receiv- 
ing another dolliu*, thouuh I hope tu. 


Wo must cut loose from the commis- 


sion plan and form district co-operttivo 
asfloci&tiona for packing our ratlins.with 
one central agency for marketing them 
if wo ever hope to realize any thing again 
from our vineyards. 


And if the banks of Fresno are, ns is 


said, willing to advance to any regularly 
organized nsaociation of grower-1, the 
money with which to build pu -king 
house and to handle crops, it aer-aa to 
me that an authoritative statement to 
that effect by them in just now impera- 
tively ttamantlud to give the growers 
confidence to go ahead and orgauUe, for 
there ia a prevailing doubt on that point 
among growers. 


Or in our spirit eo broken that wo will 


no longer even lift up the voice against 
oppression, but aurrander ourselves to 
the deapoiler? Shall we tamely submit 
and sav to the 
commission packers, 


"Take (tall this year, take it all, only 
promise not to bring us in debt nnd that 
we may havp our sweat boxes back." 


The orange growers of Southern Cali- 


fornia and the prune growers of the 
Santa Clara valley have greatly bene- 
fited themselves by co-operation, and 
now let every grower who can nttend 
the meeting on Saturday and see if we 
cannot inaugurate a like movement, 
which Bhull eventually take in every 
raiain grower aud lift tbo industry from 
its present depressed state to A position 
where the sun of prosperity may once 
more shiue upon it, and we again stand 
us freemen, unfettered by tbo shackles 
of the commission system.
